OTTAWA, Jan. 31-—Explicit: instruc: 
tlons have been Issued: to registrars 
under the Military Service Act and 
to “public representatives” that pro- 
duction of foodstuffs must be = safe-

tional interest in connection with the 
production of foodstuffs and other: 
wise, and to cause appeals to be enter: 
ed from the decision of any tribunal, 
in arriving at which due weight has 
not been given to any national inter 
eal.

Registrars, in turn will select o new 
office to be known as the “public rep- 
resentatives,” who, in furtherance of 
their organizations, will forward steps 
being taken by the Minister of Agri- 
culture to terminate the employment 
of agricultural representatives. - 

Arrangements will be mado by him 
to put the registrar directly into touch 
with some person, whom he will select, 
who is fully conversant with the agri- 
culture situation and upon * whose 
advice In respect of matters connect- 
ed with the exemption of agricultural 
laborers registrara will be able to «e- 
pend.

When tje/ftalians stopped, a few 
weeks ago, with backs to the Piare 
River\in northern Italy, with tho in- 
tent of delaying the Austro-German 
advance, as much as posible, an in- 
cident occurred which illustrates the 
scientific resourcefulness of the Ital- 
ians an also shows how munch of a fac- 
lor the unexpected can ‘become, ev- 
en in this warfare of to-day. 

It was certain that no long stand 
could be made on that.side of the riv- 
er: the Teuton preponderance in men 
and yuny was,too great. Any expedi- 
ent which might gain hours, howerer, 
was worth considering. * 

Au Italian engineer by the name of 
Mertilli was responsible for the plan. 
Hefore the final German thrust was 
delivered, Mertilli_ caused. the second 
line trench to be evacuated orer a 
front of cight miles, except by work- 
men, ’ 

tu this second trench he placed 
some discarded machine gaps plates of 
corrugated dug-out armor, and even 
some veteran field pieces, which l. 
dom made an appearance in the tren- 
ches, The whole floor of the. trench 
was lined irregularly with pleces of 
metal of different. kinds, so that ne! 
matter where a man might step he 
was likely to touch one of the pieces. 
Then service electric wites were stret- 
ched to the trench, across the Piave, 
from vo of the sinall towns just on 
the other side. These carried . the 
heaviest: charge: of electricity the 
plants were capable of turning ont. 
The cables were counected up by con- 
cealed wires with all the bits of met- 
al, the machine guns, the picces of 
vorrugated armor and the field pieces. 
Safety zoned were left for the escape 
uf the defenders -of the first trench, 
connected 
sith the clectric cables. 

The next morning the German mass 
attack caine, driving the first trench 
defenders back remorselessly. The 
luge’ body of men swept over the first 
trench and on to the second. 

Something radically srong appear 
ed there. Men jnisped ito the trench 
and it appeared. to be evacuated, yet 
the invaders did not reappear. The 
charging Gernans bebind could not 
Know what was wrong. They caine 
ww and on, seizing the machine guns, 
the old field pieces and whatever ther 
could lay their hands on. Tt is need. 
less to say that noue of these lived vo 
tell the tale of their captured trophies 
for cach was electrocuted where he 
first entered the trench. 

AU along the cight miles, th 
dition was the samo, Of course, the 
German tommand soon found out 
what was wrong, but until 
eight ghovcand of the very best of 
Sermany'’s troops were dead—and all 
without a single Halian casualty!

The death of Licut.-Colonel Glen: 
Lyon Archibald Campbell removes 
another of the few remaining men 
typical of the pioneer days of the 
Born in the west, when, the 
vountry was still gi over to the 
cbase and the fur trate, he was a 
true son of the frontier, possessing 
all those fine, manly characteristics 
that markedsthe pathfinders In the 
regions beyond the pale of civiliza- 
tion — courageous, warm hearted, 
and gencrous to a fault, with a re- 
markable faculty for making and re- 
taining friends among all classes. 

Colonel Campbell was a son of the 
late Robert Campbell, a chief factor 
of the Hudson Bay Company, who 
discovered the Yukon river and es- 
tablished trading poats in the heart 
of the Yukon territory. He was born 
at Fort Pelly, Sask., on Oct. 23, 1863, 
and as a small boy was sent to Scot- 
land where he received his education 
at Glasgow academy apd Merchiston 
Castle school, Edinburgh. On return- 
ing to Canada he made his home 
with his father at Fort Pelly.for a 
time, and then went to Montana, 
where he spent several years on & 
cattle ranch for the purpose of learn- 
Ing the stock-ralsing business, in 
which his father was taking an in- 
torest. He subsequently established 
a stock farm In the Riding Mouh- 


tains, near Gilbert Plains, where he 


continued to muke his home over 
nince, and where his farming and 
stock-ralsing enterprises were very 
successful. 

In 1892 he waa induced, much 
agalnst his will, to contest Gilbert 
Plains riding for a seat In the Mani- 
toba Assembly, He was unsuccessful 
on that oceasiongand again in 1896, 
when ho ran-for a second time.

Risking Their Lives for King and Country 


There are many heroic tales of the! 


sea. ‘They hare come down to us 
from all times, in peace and in war, 
But none erer told exceed the fine 
quality of self-sacrificing heroism that 
has been daily and hourly called forth 
by this war of wars. 


If there were any douot of that, the 
latest records of the admiralty, espe- 
cially of our mine-sweeping and naval 
air services, would scatter it like chaff 
before the wind. 

Hefe is one fine story, which Is a 
ttle ‘epic in itself. 

On service, in command of a motor 
launch attending a fotilla of mine- 
aweeping trawlers, recently, a Meu- 
tenant of the Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve sighted a drifting enemy 
mine. Attempts to sink it with gun- 
fire proved impossible, for a heavy'sca 
was running, half a gale was blowing 
and darkness was approaching. Thus 
left to itself it would soon have been 
Jost to sight, would have drifted away, 
nd would have been a menace to na- 
vigation. A 

What did our Heutenant do? Sim- 
ply this—and though it fs smooth to 
read, it was a desperate thing to do, 
being-nothing Jess tha na duel with 
death in the sea.

boat lowered; and then pulled over to 
the mine, which was only vialble every 
pow and then on the smooth slope of 
B wave or when the crest broke In 
foatr-over its rounded top and sinister 
horns, Having pulled as closed as he 
dared he jumped overboard and swam 
to the mine \with/a ‘line, which he 
passed through the ring-bolt in Its 
icp. Thus the motor launch was en- 
ablec to take it in tow into smooth 
weter, where eventually {t was sunk 
by rife tre.” 

That was‘all, seeming almost as 
easy as cracking an egg. But this has 
to be remembered—a circular mine 
afloat in a gale is not an ekg in a cup, 
bet tossing and swirling death. Only 
with the utmost dificulty could its 
ricg-bolt be reached. A helpless mis- 
take, an inadyertent grab at.one of Ita 
horns, and our_herole officer would 
have gone to his swift doom and ob 
itvion. , 

More Heroisrr 

Now comes another fine story—this 
time of one.of our coastal airships. 
While fiying in company with a west- 
bousd convoy of “nierchantmen her 
crew aloft sighted the track of a tor- 
pedo, and a momént-later observed a 
great column of water shoot up along- 
aldo one of the-steamers. A submar- 
ine had dived beneath the armed es- 
cort and had torpedoed her victim un- 
der their noses. 


At that time the weather was bad.\ 


But, seeing that the victim was capa- 
ble of being towed Into harbor, our 
airship summoned assistance by wire- 
less, and until it arrived, hovered pro- 
tectingly round the crippled merchant- 
man. ; 

No signs of her late assailant were 
visible, and the steamer was taken In 
tow by tugs and headed for the har- 
bor, our aerial: escort accompanying 
the tow. 

About an hour later she sighted the 
conning tower of: a submarine about 
five miles to southeastward_ofthe con- 
yoy, apparéntly inafoeutring for an- 
other shot. gst - 

Rapidjy the weather was getting 
worse. But instantly our aerial watch- 
dog sent out her wireless message to 
all our men-of-war on the seas around. 
And she herself swooped down to the 
attack. 

Along the track of the torpedo she 
wont at)a speed of 90 miles an hour, 
and at the end of it she sighted the 
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outline .of, a .. submerged. submarine, 
then Jelsurely proceeding westward. 
At once shé {oPed; and released” her 
bombs while she hovered above the 
cigarshaped shadow, and the explo- 
sion was followed by a vast evulsion 
of alr and air-bubbles. Then a cal- 
cium flare was dropped to mark the 
spot, and armed patrol vessels, sum- 
moned by signal, made ratce 
double sure with explosive charges. 

That enemy submarine had, seen 
her doom coming overhead, buf had 
dived too late!, 

Presently a destroyer was on the 
scene, Investigating with swééps. And 
as the airship was returning to ber 
base for a fresh xupply of bombs and 
petro! the aerial signal that overtook 
her sald: “You have undoubtedly bag- 
ged him.” 

Quite satisfied, on she went to her 
base In the teeth of a gale, and landed 
in a wind blowing 45 miles an bour. 


Story ut Oller 


. 

One more fine story. A Brtiish oller 
was torpedoed by a submarine al dawn 
in very thick weather. A patrol ship 
whjch was in company at once cireled 
round at high speed In an endeavor to 
aight the enemy, who had not been 
seen by elther ship. 

After steaming for two miles on 
what ‘her commander judged to be the 
U-boat’s most likely course she re 
turned to the oller, and found her 
still making way slowly, and in no 
danger of sinking. 

Then, about a quarter of a mile 
from her charge, she sighted an ob- 
ject in the thick mist on her starboard | 
beam. At once she went at full speed, 
and the next moment realized that tho 
object wan a large submarine on the 
surface. She rammed {t abaft its con- 
ning tower; it rolled completely over 
with a violent explosion, leaving the 
sea boiling with foam. 

Two men were seen struggling in 
the water, and lifebelts flung to them. 
Only one of them had strength to cling 
to the Ilfebuoy, and he is now a pri- 
soner. *The other sank before a boat 
could reach, him. 

Quietly then, and ax a matter of

High Heart.” Of the Canadian novels 
written here in the Dominion, our 
preference was for “Up tbe Hill and 
Over,"’ by Isabel Ecclestone Mackay. 
This story of life {n an Ontario ‘vil- 
lage is unpretentious and delightful. 
The plot {s thoroughly feminine, but 
Mrs. Mackay has dled -ber mater- 
jal well. Rev. H. A. Cody is another 
of our novel whose literary work- 
manship is good. Sometimes his 
stories are just a trife stodgy, but it 
is practically always safe to recom- 
mend them as good samples of Ca 
dian Section. His annual novel is en- 
titled "Under Sealed Orders,” and 
deals with a power development com- 
pany, a theme with wore "romantic 
possibilities than a’ person might 
think at first glance. In “The Inner 
Door” Alan Sullivam made an earn- 
est endeavor to present a study of the 
problem of capital and labor, but the 
subject proved too big for him and 
he failed to make bis story convine- 
ing. No author In ada possesses 
a more Gnished style than Mr. Sulll- 
van, Perhaps his English Is a little 
too highly decorated, though it is 
polisbed and: easy, but Mr. Sullivan 
has yet to find'the secret of creating 
and presenting character.

“Private Peat,” by Har- 
old R. Peat, is a fresh and breeay 
story of a First Contingent boy, who 
went through the first terrible year 
and rounded out bis experiences by 
finding az Engilsh wife. Two doc- 
tors bave described the war as scen 
by men close behind the lines, Dr. 
George G. Nasmith calling bis book 
“On the Fringe of the Great Fight,” 
and Prof. William Boyd giving his 
the title “With a Field Ambulance 
at Ypres." The letters of Lieut. 
Wells, of Montreal, who was killed at 
Vimy Ridge, b been pudlished 
under the title “From Montreal to 
Vimy Ridge and Beyond,” and an- 

er collection of letters by the 
Sunny Subaltern, Lieut. Billy Gray, 
are estitied “More Letters from 
Billy,” “Best o° Luck" records the 
adventures of an American who joia- 
ed the Canadian forces, and 
“Cromps” is the work of Laouls 
Keene, a Montreal newspaper artist 
who saw active service in a machine 
xun corps, Though the sword is 
talghtier than the pen at the present 
fnoment, some of the Canadian fight- 
ers are ati] wielding the lesser im- 
plement. 

The books of the year bare in- 
cluded several volumes written to 
mark the jubilee of Confederation, 
such as “Confederation and Its Lead- 
ers,’ by M. O. Hammond, “The New 
Era of Canada” and “The Federation 
of Canadas.”

A Famous Musician, 

The death of Dr. F. HU. Torrington 
of Toronto has removed the most 
prominent figure in the Canadian 
musical world of the past balf cen~ 
tury. Conductor, organist, violinist, 
teacher, he wax an Admirable Crich- 
ton of the art, but it was as the first 
of these that he excelled. He came 
to this country in 1856, unberalded 
and unknown, but a youth of in- 
domiftable qnergy.. It is characterie- 
tic’of the man that on his first day in 
Canada-he at once commenced to 
earn money by-tuning pianos, solicit- 
ing orders from door to dost. His 
versatility was so great that he soon 
won favorable attention, and we hear 
of him playing violin soles in public, 
and it.was not long before he ob- 
tained the position of organist and 
riolrmaster of Great) St. James’ 
church, Montreal. It was in Toronto, 
however. thatvhe reached the summit 
of bis career. He rescued the Phil- 
harmonic Society from dissolution 
and organized and conducted during ¢ 
a course of many years many memor- 
able productions of great oratorios 
and other choral works, He develop- 
ed the choir of the Metropolitan 
Church to a degree of efficiency, 
which has not*yet been surpassed. 
As to bis other’ multiple atbiere- 
ments have they not already been 
written down? His tabors in the 
cause of music -had a far-reaching 
InGuence through English-speaking 
Canada, and the present generation 
of music-lovers are indebted to him 
for the general advancement in the 
appreciation and development of the 
art. In private life he’ revealed him- 
self to those who knew him well asa 
kindly, genial, cheery, charitable 
gentleman, Many a wandering ‘musi- 
clan when stranded . received from 
bim a helping band. Of his bene- 
volence, however, ‘the general pub- 
lic knew nothing, as be was not @ 
man to talk about himself, save ip 
relation to bis musical work, of 
which he was proud. Taking him all 
in all we shall not look upon bis bike 
again.

Council in Versailles—No Approximation in Teuton 


Speeches to Moderate Conditions of Allies: - 


LONDON, Feb. 5,—The Supreme 
War Council, which met at Versailles, 
finds no approximation in the German 
Chancellor's and the. Austro-Hungar- 
fan Forglen Minister's speeches to the 
tern: of the Entento allies, and has 
decided to continue the vigorous pro- 
gecution of the war until peace can 


be obtained “bascd on the principles 


of freedom, Justice and respect for In- 
ternational Jaw.” 

This official anuouncement was 
made here to-night: A nmary of the 
oficial report of the Vérsailles War 
Council says: 

“The Council was unable to find In 
vou Hertling’s and Czernin‘s recent 
utterances any.real approximation .to 
the moderato/conditions laid down by 
the allied Governments” Under the 
circumstances the Council decided 
that the only task before them to 
meet was the vigorous and effective 
prosecution of the war un.il the pres- 
sure of that effort produced a change 
of temper in the enemy. Gorornments, 
Justifying the hope of the conclusiotty 
of a peace based on the principles of 
frecdom, justice and respect for inter. 
national law. :

Canada is giving considerable at- 
tention to the probiem of the dls 
abled sober, Ij Canada thin fs 
belng tackled by (he Canadian army 
medical corps, the military hospitals’ 
commission and the board of pension 
commissioners, supplemented by pro- 
yvinclal commissions, according to 
ocr government experts who have 
their eyes on such: matters. 

The Canadian army medical corps 
is concerned-most ,intimately .with 
giving the active medical and surgi- 
cal treatment required by the men 
over seas, and.the military hospitals’ 
comufiseion limits its activities more 
or lea completely! to caring for men 
in Canadw who are convalescent or 
require “treatment: of a special 
nature. +! ’ 

The opinion prevails io Canada, a5 
{t must fi all countries, that the 
bodily or mental . disability due to 
nillitary! service must: be brought. to 
a minimum before a disabled soldier 
can be considered: to have become 
capable of working effectively and of 
supporting himself in competition 
with his fellows.

8. call, Our 
boys were gassed that night, but 
nevertheless they got a number of 
prisoners.” 

Along the road to Lens Dr. Chown 
had an opportunity to compare the 
typical modern dugouts which had 
shortly before been occupied by the 
Germans with those which satisfied 
the Canadians. They were altogether 
different, the doctor observed. The 
German made” his dugout with the 
{dea of permanency while the Cana- 
dian was satisfied with a Simsy af- 
falr, feeling that he was not going to 
stay long and that within a day or 
two he would be chasing the German 
out of his, 

Dr. Chown next visited the scene 
of the battle of the Somme before 
pushing on towmrd  Courcelette, 
which to-day he says has no sem- 
blance of ever having existed. - 

In the ruins of that once beautifal 
city he had picked ‘daisies In the 
gaping shell holes which marked al- 
most every. foot of the ground 
around. ee 

“Going Into Ypres," continued Dr, 
Chown, “the terrible effects of the 
war were very apparent, The coun- 
try wes literally torn up by shells. 
The enemy resistance Is of a tremen- 
dous nature and from a military 
standpoint, In my opinion, it will 
surcly be impossible to bring.the war 
to a close within the next twelve 
months. Should the war terminate 
before that time it will not be 
through military exhaustion on the 
part of the enemy."

Kew Year Season Is Harvest-Time of 
‘These Meniicants, 

The ordinary meaning of the wort 
“dervish” Is religious mendicant. In 
Yersia dervishes are certainly mea- 
dicants, but their religion doca not 
go much beyond pious ejaculations 
and the cursing of the Infidel. Their 
bair and beards are always worn 
long, unkempt, and flowing in the 
wind. A striking- appearance Is al- 
fected and obtained by startling 
costumes or by the strange weapons 
which only a dervish carries. Every 
large town has a abop in which are 
exhibited the payepberenl of the 
dervish—tall bats of cloth or felt, 
in shape and size resombling & 
sugar-loaf—on these hats are em- 
brofdered plous ejaculations or texts 
from the Koran; the calabash—gen- 
erally an claborately-carved vessal 
made from a single Indian nut that 
will bold several pints—which hangs 
from the dervish’s girdle by brass 
Aains—it is bis wallet, drinking- 
esael, and alms-box all combined. 
‘At «bese strange sbops, too; may be 
peon carved beads in ‘strings, cach 
bead an inch or more in diameter; 
these necklets serve to add to the 
weird appearance of the dervish. It 
fs In his arms that the real dervish's 
fancy takes most scope. Buldgeons 
eith potentous projections, clubs 
bristling with spikes or knife-blades, 
steel axes, singie-beaded or double- 
headed, at time beautifully damas- 
cened' with allver or gold, maces of 
steel or iron—with one or other of 
these curious weapons the dervish ‘s 
aure to be provided. The harvest wf 
the dervish Is at tho new year. At 
this festival, observed with rejoicing 
by all Persians, the dervish bas a 
good time; every passerby gives bim 
a trife for luck. “At svery rich or 
great man’s door a dervish now en- 
camps—liiterally ncamps. He pitcbes 
a tiny tent, composed of a yard of 
canvas, which he ‘pegs © against. the 
wall of the victim's: doorway; be 
makes In fr nt of the tent @ rort of 
glorified mud-ple and ca-ls it Dis gar- 
fen; he decorates the pie with 
oranges or sprigs of shrubs, and ho 
shouts “Hakk-Hakk-Ha-a-a akki” 
day and night, perbaps for a month, 
till ‘at last he is dismissed’ with a 
present, ..s there is a certain, glor> 
—lIs it 2ot’a visible sign of wealth, 
and dignity?—in baviog a derviso 
at one’s gate at New Year's time, the 
dervish generally remains at least & 
week: When he decomes impatient 
real tortures commence. In addition 
to his unending ‘'Hakk!” the dervish 
blows upon @ buffalo-horn. The 
horn {s blown suddenly, viciously, at 
dead of night and at irregular inter- 
yale, by an irritated dervish « with 
sound inngs., The expected gratuity 
does not long remain ungiven when 
he takes to these nocturnal solos. 
The derrvish is permitted by custom 
to enter any assemblage, to. seat 
himself at every board—a humble. 
uninvited, but still welcome guest. 
He tg often a fortune-teller, at times

The Iroquois ‘theatre fire in Chi- 
cago, In 1903, claimed 575 lives, 
while the sinking of ‘the excursion 
steamship Genéral™/Slocum, im the 
East tiver, New York, in 1904, left 
a death list of atout 1,400. In 1906 
the’earthquak¢ andifire in San Frao- 
elsco took’the lives of approximately 
1,000 persons, while the loss of the 
steamship Titanic, “im scollision with, 
an iceberg, in 1912; resulted In a tol 
of 1,503 dead:

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LOSSES CN GREAT LAKES. 


Only Fourteen Vessels Were De- 
stroyed Last Season. 

The lows of life on the Great 
Lakes during the last season was 
much smaller than it was In 1916, 
and the property loss was very smal! 
whon It lu considered that all the 
ships of all classes were In commis- 
sion from the start to finish and that 
conditions were very bad Ing the 
first month of alx weeks afd during 
the latter part of the season. The 
Lake Superior traders had to work 
through {ce up to. the middle of June 
and ‘about a dozen steamers were 
stuck off Duluth harbor on the 6th 
of that month. Ice crusbers had to 
force a channel between Lake Huron 
and Lake Superior in May, and while 
a number of boats were forced ashore 
and damaged, not a ship was Jost. 

Steamers that were out after the 
first week of December bad to be 
taken through the Ice fields by car- 
ferries and tugs, The ice crusbers 
succeeded in keeping the Soo river 
open, but the channel between Lake 
St. Clatr and Lake Erie was blocked 
a large part of the thme fron Decem- 
ber 10 to Dec.-22, whén the -lest 
boats of the down-bound fleet reach- 
ed open water ‘in Lake Erle, The 
steamer Henry Cort, which was scot 
out from Buffalo to assist the boats 
through the ice; was sunk in collision 
near Bar point. 

Twenty-five lives were lost on tbe 
fourteen vessels that passed out of 
existence during the past season, 
compared with seventy in 1916, 
when thirteen ships were total losses. 
Seven members of the crew of the 
little sand steamer Desmond were 
drowned when she foundered on 
Lake Michigan, and the otber men 
were lost on old barges, The steamer 
George A. Grabam, which stranded 
in Georgian Bay, and the steamer 
Goudreau; which was driven ashore 
in a sixty-mile-an-hour on Lake 
Huron, were the only steefoats that 
were total losscs. The Goudreau, 
which bad a cargo of pyrites, was the 
biggest loss of tho season. Sho was 
ingured for $195,000. The Goudreau 
was formerly the Pontiac. The Gra- 
bam, whcih was abandoned by the 
owners, will cost the underwriters 
about $125,000. 

The passenger steamer Germanic 
and the steamers Case and LJ. 
Boyce were destroyed by Sre and the 
dteamer John Plankinton, which was 
sunk in the Detroit river, was the 
only boat tost in 2 collilson, Seven 
of the boata foundcred, aod two 
stranded. Tho steamers Pentecost, 
Mitchell, Saxona, and Natironco were 
sunk {n collisions, but they were all 
raised. . 

The fourteen ships that were total 
losses had a-tatrying capacity of 26¢.- 
750 tons a trip, or 635,000 tons for a 
season, Oguring twenty trips for cach 
boat. ‘The ships were valued at about 
$614,000, «

‘There naturally was & 
good deal of confusion. You cannot 
lower 3 score-of lifeboats from the 
beight of an upper deck in the dark- 
hess without some confusion, but at 
no time was there a panic.’”

the Industrial Farm investigation, Buar- 
wash, reviews the situation of the var- 
jous camps and tho events which led 
up to the lovestigation, making some 
recommendations, in his report 28 
mado public by Hon. W. D. McPher- 
son, provincial secretary. After citing 
the locality of the farm and giving In 
detail the prisoners may be divided 
Into three classes: 25 per cent. active, 


* cheerful and optimistic, 60 per cent. 


quiet, steady going. and. reasonably 
contented, and the remaining number 
restless and dissatisfied under any 
conditions of restraint. 

He explains that he addressed the 
men publicly and asked for evidence, 
making the enquiry as wide as possi 
blo and as free. The administration 
appeared to him to be satisfactory. 
Complaints from. many of the prison- 
ers are characterized as incidental to 
pioneer life. What has been accom: 
plished lin three years [s proof of! 
good management, he says. There is 
not the prison atmosphere, and, in his 
belief, there has not been too severe 
measures sed. 

For the encouragement of manly. 
discipline a schemo of rewards and 
punishments has heen worked out. 
Punishment is usually given by tak- 
ing off time earned and reducing the 
amount of pay. Several complaints 
were Investigated, evidence taken and 
judgment given. In summing up the 
report, the commissioner says the 
{nstitution is well designed and doing 
vaiuablo reformative work, and upon 
completion it ts expected will produce 
farm products, making the place self- 
supporting. - 

The superintendent Is well qualified, 
the roport statos, and discharges his 
dutics well, the great bulk of the tes- 
timony Leing commendatory of both 
tho superintendent an the members 
of his staff.

It ia now possible to secure a fairly 
complete food inventory of both coun 
tries, and ascertain approximately 
jest how much food’ cun be spared 
to Great Britain, France and Italy. In 
the United States the amount on hand 
is much below norma}, In Canada 
there are ‘still, with the exception of 
wheat fairly good supplies on hand.

The coat scarcity has’ resulted in a revival of interest in the question 

of, peat. production :aind both the Provincial-and Dominion Governments 
are taking up the matter. vigorously. The Dominion Government has 
mbch data on peat’ production, having gone into the question very ¢x- 
haustively some years'ngo'and sent experts abroad to study the methods 
used by other, countries where peat is used extensively as fuel, notably 
Sweden, Denmark, Russia. “As a result of the report of these experts 
“38 experimental: plant was installed near Ottawa and peat produced 
“at an, actuajicost’ of /$1,75-per ton.” Peat, as a fucl, however, has its 
drawbacks; chiefly from its bulky nature, nearly two tons of peat being 
equal to one ton of: coal, but it burns well, and would be a great help 
in solving the fuelproblem.. As a fuel for summer, spring and fall it 
has many ‘advantages and burns to a white ash, leaving no clinkers. In 
peat production there ‘are :several valuable by-products worth mention, 
éuch 2s ‘sulptiate of 'amménia, 1, acetone, axétic acid, tar oils, ete. 
‘Then the raw material 13 ‘practically inexhaustible, the estimated yield of 
nineteen bogs located in Ontario and Quebec’ being 81,000,000 tons of 
Suel;'4,000,000 tons’ of sulphate of ammonia which has a market price of 
about .$66 per ton.

) Forty-second - Highlanders, 
fam! known as “Black 
fateh,” wax origipally organized in 
Beotland “fpr a particular service, 
and’ was brought to this” continent 
during the great crisis of the strug- 
gle! between the American colonies, 
and the French forces’ controlled 
from Canada. — 

"The Highlanders were originally 
eomprised’ of armed eompanies’ em- 
ployed to watch the highlands (of 
Scotland. There were originally eix 
companies stationed in different 
paris of the highlands and acting io- 
dependently of each other and known 
as-the “Black Watcb,”". the term 
“black” arising from the color of the 
dress worn by them, composed of 
tartans. This body was raised from 
the whig, or loyal clans; Campbells, 
Grants, Monroes, and other men of 
good station, whd joined it for the 
valued privilege of bearing arms. 

“The duties of the “Black Watch” 


‘were to enforce the disarming act in 


Scotland and to overawe the disaf- 
fectéd population to prevent political 
meetings of a seditious | character 
and to check depredations among 


ejthe clans on the fowland frontier. 


After considerable service of this 
character the ‘Soppnnies were 
brought together formed the 
Forty-second Regiment, under the 
command of the Earl of Crawford, in 
1739. © Retaining {ts original char- 
acter, the Forty-second Regiment ex- 
perienced a series of‘ bdrililant 
achievements and became one of the 
most distinguished - corps in the 
British army. 

It will be remembered by students 
of history that the union of Canada 
by a line of forts in the region.of the 
‘west and south, controlled by France, 
was a favorite’scheme at’ an early 
day. It-really was a plan worthy of 
the most modern general staff. 

It ‘originated in the brain of ‘the 
great explorer, La Salle, who frst 
suggested such a policy. This line 
of military stations.was intended not 
only to unite the south-west with 
Canada, but contemplated those out- 
posts as centres of colonization for 
the vast Inland territory and for fu- 
ture protection against rival cations. 
The shadow of. Great Britain was 
continually cast athwart the path of 
France in the. western wilderness. 
As early as 1715 it was reported ‘to 
the Governor of Canada that the 
English were  constracting forts 
near the Ohio and M’ ppl. 

The need of guardl. he Illinols 
settlements beeame more manifest 
when the discovery of valuable 
mines In that locality was announced. 
When the grant of the province of 
Louisiana was surrendered fn-1717 


dazzie the multitude with Yhe glitter- 
ing lure of gold and silver im Iilinols. 
The representatives of this great 
corporation in union with those of 
the French crown - recognized the 
great value of a military power Jn 
that faraway region, and out of this 
Fort Chartres was’ established as a 
Hnk in the great chain of posts 
which stretched from the St. Law 
rence to the gulf. 

On the 9th of Febrdary, 1718, 
Pierre Daque Bolsbriant arrived at 
Mobile from France with a commis- 
sion of commandant of Illinols. He 
was a cousin of Bienville, then Gov- 
ernor of Loulsiana, and had already 
served under bim in that province. 
In. October Boisbriant started bis 
flotilla up the Mississipp!, and before 
the end of the year had selected a 
site for the pew fort, sixteen miles 
above the: village of Kaskaskia, on 
the left bank of the Missisaippi. 

By degrees the walls of the fort 
arose and in the spring of 1729 all 
was finished and the banner of 
France was given to the. breeze when 
the post. was christened Fort Cbar-, 
tres. As soon as the fort was erected 
a village began to grow up at its 
gate, hod’ the © Jesuits’; establisbed 
there the parish of St. Anne de Fort 
Chartres. The earliest record of thig 
parish, still extant, is an» ancient 
document, tattered and torn, written 
in Quebec in the year 1716.

Many Canadians will be interested 

to know that the demand for rabbit 

fur ts such as to make It pay to save 


| the pelis of domestic rabbits killed 
for food, but that raising rabbits for 
the fur alone would be unproatadle 
with any known breed. Some facts 
about the trade In rabbit skins will 
be of interest in this connection. ~ 

Nore skins of rabbits are collected 
ard sold’ angually than of all othe: 
fre animals cémbined. © Before. the 
present war, Great Britain imported 
eack year from 70,000,000 to 90,- 
000,000 skins, while the home pro 
duction added 30,000,000 more. The 
imported supply came from Aus 
tralia and the nearer European coun- 
tries. ~ France, Belgium, Germany, 
the United States, and other coun 
tries also use large quantities of th 
fur. The bulk of it is sold in bales, 
bringing from 10 cents to 60 cents 
&@ pound, dependent on color and 
quality. The better class of skins 
pel! by the dozen, bringing from 50 
cents to $1, that is, less than 10 
cents each. 

Baled rabbit furs are bought large- 
ly for felting purposes, the fur being 
made into cloth or coarse hats, while 
tho skins are utilized for manufac- 
turing glue. Fine hats are made of 
nutria (tbe fur of the South Amer!- 
can copyu). The fur of the com 
oon wild'rabbits of America dote 
not felt well and {s in slight demand. 
Whole skins of these animals seidom 
sell for more than’ one or two cents 
each. ‘ ; 

The better kinds of rabbit skine 
are used for making fur garments, 
which when made up are conimoaly 
sold as “‘cony,”! but ‘often unde: 
other trade names. White skins arr 
made up in Imitation of Ar¢tic fox. 
or, sheared, ti Imitation of ermine 
Gray rabbits are dyed brown or black 
and become:Baltic black fox" or 
“Baltic brown fox"; scal-dyed, they 
become “Inland seal,” “electric seal,” 
“coast seal" or “‘near-real.” Repnt- 
able farriers avoid sach names, or. if 
they use them, frankly explain that 
the goods are cony or rabbit. These 
carments,. whilo handsome and com 
fortable, have little durability anc 
are therefore cheap. ‘ 

Statements to the effect that er 
lain, breeds of rabbits produce pelts 
of fiigh market value are unwarrant- 
+d. The long-haired breeds, such as 
the Angora and the Siberian (both 
white animals) have poor pelts and 
the bairs are not well set inthe 
kins. The sbort-baired varieties are 
auch alike as to strength.of pelts, 
‘gut vary considerably in color, Tha 
fingllah black and white has striking’ 
solors that might appeal to\the fancy 
of individual wearers of fur gat 
ments, but.they ara not popular in 
the fur trade. Skins of plebald rab- 


bits of any-shade sell for lesa than’ 


those of solid colors. There is alse 
a difference in quality of fur be- 
tween butch rabbits and those kept 
im the open, the latter’ having ; the 
better. pelts. ~ 

Besides ted statements as 
to value of ful advertisements of 
fur rabbits contain’: totally ‘alse 
claims as to the origin of animals of- 
fered for sale. This practice is not 
a new one, for about 60 years ago, 
when the:now well-known 
yan rabbit was frst bred in Engtand, 
the statement that it originated In 
the Himalayan mountains was be- 
Ueved by a fellow of the zoological 
society of London, who described and 
figured the animal’ in the society‘s 
journal as a new species. Habbits 
recently advertised a%- for animals 
are said to have been imported di- 
rectly ‘rom Siberia in one instance 
and from Mongolia In another. The 
Curther statement that the 
exist ip tb counttics) in a wild 
state is ad¥unted. As a matter of 
faét well known to naturalists, no 
wild rabbits occur in either country, 
and the few species of bares found 
there are small gray animals tha: 
turn white in winter. The support 
of the fanciful testimony of an un- 
known naturalist who claims to bave 
resided in Siberia and te have ob- 
gorved the animals in the wild state 
does not belp the case. . 
* So far ‘as “the black Siberiaa 
hare” is concerned, any experienced 
breeder of rabbits can readily identify 
the animals at frst sight. They are 


;undoubtedly the common European

rabbit of the Flemish» giant breed. 
In’ this variety black is'a constantly 
recurring color and sometimes’ sb- 
pears among litters of the purest 
bred strain, These black individuals

Such a strain 
of Flemish giants je now offered as a 
new species imported directly from 
Sideria, a country without rabbits 
unless carried there as domestic 
animals, . 

It-{s:not to be Inferred, however, 
that black Fiemieh. giant) rabbits 
tave no fur value. On the'contrary, 
owing to their great size and solid 
color, the, skins will probably sell for 
more than those, of most other 
breeds, (All known breeds of domes- 
tic rabbits belong to a single species, 
the European rabbit, whether they 
are known as Belgian hare, Fiemis> 
giant, Siberian, Himalayan, Duteb, 
Japanese, Kai-Gal, or: any other 
namé, and the attempt to palm any 
of them upon the public as a new 
species imported from a portion of 
the world not ‘uninnabited ‘by rab- 
bits is wholly unwarranted rad to be 
severely condemned.

It ja 
also pointed out that any person who 
wears the braid without’ authority 
renders himself able to a fine of a 
hundred’ dollars‘ or sree months’ Im- 
prisonment. + . 

A’ grim touch in connection with 
military service has been given by in- 
structions to the effect that command- 
ing officers of units must sce that all 
members: of their corps make their 
wills before proceeding overseas. -

Canada Has No 
Shortage Of Coa 


Canada fs dependent upon the Unit- 
ed States cor coal supplies, to the ex: 
tent of 65 per cent. of her total re 
quirements for all forms of domestic 
censumption. This fact oxpla'ns tha 
present difficulties which have arisen 
in connection with the supply of coal. 

The difficulties of last:winter were 
attributed to a lack of trarjportation 
facilities, whereas this winter the 
problem has not only been one of seri- 
ous shortage of railway transporta- 
tion facilities, but bas chiefly, been 
through ‘an actual lack of coakdeup- 
plies. 

The continuation of warfare in 
Europe through another winter will 
probably render the fuel situation in 
Canada and the United States far 
mofe acute than at present, unless the 
experts of both countries, succeed in 
working out a satisfactory solution. In 
Canada there are no coal reserves 
such as arc kept on hand in many 
parts of the United States. For this 
téason any tieup of present mining 
operations inthe United States would 
affect Canada more seriously than it 
would the States itself.” Canada is at 
present at the mercy of foreign indus- 
trial disorganization, strikes, etc. ag 
regards the continuation of fuel sup 
plies in sufficient quantity. 

Canada requires a constant flow 
of coal supplies from the United 
States. 

A Canadian mining engineer who Is 
an expert on the subject declares that 
Canada possesses abundant supplies of

On the other hahd, the Ameri- 
‘cans are well placed to ree ny Ger- 
man drive, having behind them some 
of the best railways in France to Nan- 
ty, Ton) and Bar-le-Duc, besides the 
line — théy have coastructed them- 
selves. 

The heights of the Meuse cast of 
Verdun form the watershed of this 
region and extend like a wall as far 
as Les \ Eparges, whence — broken 
masses rise until St. Mibiel is reach- 
ed. Here the German in August, 
1214, pushed their-way across the 
Mense and occupied a small section of 
ground in a bend of the river, which 
they fortified and have bel ever since 
despite their defeat on the Marne, 
and subsequent attempts to dislodge 
them. 

SCENE OF SEVERE FIGHTING 

Some of the severest fighting of the 
war occurred in’ this region, around 
Nancy, at the time of the Battle of 
the Marne. The Germans, having in- 
vaded Lorraine in three directions, 
from Mets, Scarbrusk and Strassburg. 
attacked Nancy from the cast, but 
were finally defeated on the heights 
north © of the Rhine-Marne — canal 
known as the Grande Couronne, An- 
other divisén, coming up from Alsace, 
captured St, Die and Luneville and 
threatened Nancy from the south, but 
a French counter-offensive drove the 
Huns back’to their present positions. 

There has been little fighting in this 
sector since 1914, Occasional attempts 
to narrow the St. Mibhiel salient by 
attacks both‘on the’ north and south 
met only partial success, At ove time 
the French were close to Pagny and 
were throwing shells into the. outly- 
ing forts of Mets, but they again 
withdrew to Pon-a-Mousson on the 
Moselle. * From this point to the 
Meuse heights the base of the salieut 
is about 22 miles long? 

The ground along the southern edge 
from the Meuse ta Pout-a-Mousson is 
billy, the regiém“occupied by the Am- 
cricans forming a sort of gap between 
the heights around, Verdun and the 
Vorges mountains on tho southeast.

It fe sald to detail the treatment of 
his parents by the Kaiser with a 
frankness that shows the son in & 
moat odious light. — But more im- 
portant than this unfilial conduct to- 
ward both his parents are the revela- 
tion of bis intrigues against Austria 
and the house of Hapsburg, which 
are said'to be of such a character 
that if they were made public the 
Kaiser would never dare to visit 
Vienna again. It was Bismarck’s in- 
tention to publish the volume ‘in bis 
lifetime,’ ‘ But knowledge of its con- 
tents reached the Kalser, and he 
threatened the author with such dire 
penalties in case of its publication 
during bis/iife that Bismarck, fear- 
ing, Its seizure by the emperor, se 
cre sent the manuscript to Lon- 
don, and it is now in the Bank of 
England; 

When Blamarck died the Rifeer 
warned Bis sons, Herbert and Wil- 
ltam, not to publish the book, and 
they were prudent enough to obey 
the order. He also tried to get pos- 
session of the manuscript, but failed 
in the attempt, and there is little 
doubt that the work will some day 
come’ to light, a consummation, it 
may be sald, devoutly to be wished 
by everyone interested in the affairs 
of this moving world, 

The bearing of the case on the pre 
sent war consists in the fact that as 
the Kalser ts the head and front of 
the Gertian offensive against the rest 
of mankind, and as the Bismarck 
book would beyond sioubt do bim fre 
reparable damage all over the world, 
including his own country and Aus 
tria, there are many who pree that 
the Eaglish Government should seize 
the manuscript as enemy property 
and publish it as a war measure, The 
only reason why it bas not been seis- 
ed and published is said to be that 
such action would injure the,reputa- 
tion for security now enjoyed by the 
Bank of England. When one reflects 
on how Httle concern an agreement 
on a “scrap of paper,” given under 
the most solemn circumstances, has 
for the Kalser and his hordes, it 
tries one’s patience to have our Brit- 
ish ally balancing the repmtation of a 
bank against the cause of the world's 
democracy. The Kaiser would sacri- 
fice an army corps if he could there- 
by got the Bismarck manuscript.

British Postmaster Announces Moeas- 
ures‘Usutemplated at End of War. | 

The British Postmaster-General, | 
speaking at a meeting of the Row- 
land Hill Benevolent Fund, at the 
Mansion House, recently, sald that 35 
years ago 53,000 people were employ- 
ed in the Post Ofce, but) now the 
number was close on 250,000. 

“T hope,” he’ went on, “that the 
Penny Post will continue forever, but 
I also hope that my name will not 
become celebrated as the Postmaster- 
General who bad to take ‘the retro- 
grade stop of abolishing the Penny 
Post. What with the greater exponse 
in every direction, the decreased staf, 
and the immensely increesed amount 
of postal matter to carry, it is most 
dificult to have the General Post Of- 
fice business ‘managed in a satisfac- 
tory manner, : 

“This"question of the abolition of 
the Penny Post has been under ser- 
fous ‘consideration more than once 
since I assumed the position of Post- 
master-Genoral; ‘but so far we have 
been able to dovise some means of 
getting round.the various difficulties.

The ez- 
ception’ waa the Colossus of Rhodes, 
a gigantic statue of bronze that, ac- 
cording to tradition, straddled the 
harbor of that city with its legs, be- 
tween. which.tall-masted vessels were 
able to pass. 

As a matter of fget, it did nothing 
of the kind) “The Colossus: stood on 
the shore at the estrance of the har- 
bor, the above-mentioned city being 
the’ principal seaport of the Island 
of Rhodes; now belonging to Greece. 

“Prightfulness” is nothing new in 
war. Of the civilizations of past 
ages few structural memorials re- 
main, because of. wholesale military 
vandalism. Chiefly owing to destruc- 
tion thus caused, there are now In 
existence only two of the ancient 
wonders, anid these in a damaged 
condition — namely, the so-called 
Vocal Merotion and the Pyramids of 
Egypt. The remaining five were the 
Temple bf Diana at Ephesus, tbe 
Hanging Gardens of Babylon, the 
Pharos.at Alexandria, the Mausol- 
eum of Queen Artemisia, and the 
Rhodes Cotéasus. ~ 

The Vocal Memnon was one of 
two gigantic statues, cach of. then 
nearly seventy feet high and cut out 
of a single block of reddish sand- 
stone, which tbe Pharaoh Amenjo-

Some early writers state that it was 
taller- than tho loftiest of the pyra- 
mids, and that«great mirrors were 
used as reflectors to: ausment the 
iuminating ‘effect of the bonfire 
which wag kept burning at night on 
{ts top; but these details -are of 
doubtfulauthenticity, The tower 
bore the Ipecription: “King Ptolemy 
to the gods, the saviors, for the bene- 
Bt of sailors.” Its architect, Sostra- 
tus, ig saldito: have cut bis ows 
name iu the stone of the rtructure, in 
huge letters, Covering it with plaster, 
In order that it’ might be preserved 
for all tims. . 

The Hanging Gardens of Babylon 
were:consecrated by King Nebucbad- 
nezzar for the delight of bis royal 
spouse, Amytis.' They were compos- 
ed of a seriesof five terraces, but 
of sundried brick, each terrace belng 
uplifted Atty feet above :be one next 
beneath, so that the total height of 
the structure was 250 feet. Situated 
as it was in the midst of a perfectly 
fiat plain, such ao elevation must 
baye Jent it great impressiveness to 
the eye. Vast in size, it was erected 
by the forced labor of tens of thou- 
sands of slaves, great numbers of 
whom were captive Jows from Pales- 


tine. 

This remarkable structure was ver- 
tical. on ‘one ‘side, the other three 
sides belong formed in five gteat 
steps. Up these a winding stair led 

op. which stood the 
queen's pleasure palace. The ter- 
races were) overisid with earth of a 
depth sumicient to support the growth 
of the largest treos, and the gardens 
thus created were adorued: with all 
the most beautiful. dowering plaats 
of the country.or obtainable from 
afar.

he leaves them, his outfook never 
lacks a view which is pot’ worthy all 
the homage his , nature ‘is ': fitted to 
render. Small, wonder, théa, that he 
has no’ time to Jook for bird, and it 
he does not look for them he will not 
find them. ; ee 

“So far as bitd-life Is oncerned, 
conditions here are essentially primi- 
tive. There.{s a settlement at Banff, 
but beyond this the Canadfan Pacific

MONTREAL, Feb. 15.—Dominion 
police for the enforceinent of the Mili- 
tary Service Act were operating in 
this city since Saturday, under in- 
structions from Ottawa that the’ time 
had come when a strict enforcement 
of the act must be made without de- 
lay. :

16.—Toronto men, 
whether single or married, who ap- 
pear to be of the ages of the men

of the Military Service Act will nl 


Dominion Police, acting under.author-) 


ity of the’ department of fustice, will 
arrest men who cannot show satisfac- 
tory proof why they are not in khaki. 

No military defaulter,,or man who 
cannot prove he js not one, will, be 
safe from arrest, no matter what the 
time of day or night or where he is. 
On being taken into custody a man 
will not be released until hiv standing 
in regard to the draft act is proved or 
found ‘out, even if in order to do this 
it {a necessary to keep him In custody 
for 24 hours, 

Once taken {nto custody the police 
will see that every effort is being 
made to bring about his release at the 
earliest: possible moment, this being 
accomplished by telephoning, tele. 
gtaphing or sending by messenger for 
tho proof or papers necessary. The 
government will spare no expense in 
socuring such information as quickly 
as possible. Of course, if such Infor- 
mation or proof Is not found the man 
taken Into custody will be made a 
member of the oversean forces if of 
the proper physical qualifications. 


Necessary Papers. 


To avold arrest a man must be arm- 
ed with papers us follows: 

If in class one, an exemption per- 
mit. In thececase of a man who has 
been exempted t@mporarily ‘and is 
awalting a notification to report to his 
regiment, the police authorities will be 
able to verify this by looking up his 
papers at the registrar's office. 

Mf above class one and married, his 
marriage Mcense or 2 certified copy of 
it, 

If above class ono and single, a cer- 
tiled copy of birth certificate. 

If a United States cltizen—elther a 
United States’. military — registration 
card, or United States citizensh{p pa- 
pers. 

In the case of a man ¢laiming to be 
a United States citizen and not hay- 
ing papera to prove It, he will be held 
in custody pending the receipt of a 
report from the United States consul. 
Tho foregoing rules will also apply to 
all those claiming to be of other na- 
tlonalities than British. 


Burden on Men. 


That the men apprehended must 
shoulder the burden of producing sat- 
isfactory evidence to show why they 
are not in khaki, and that failing, it 
being found the contrary shall be 
“conclusively presumed,” is shown by 
Section 14 of the Military Service Act, 
which reads as follows: 

‘If in any prosecution under this 
act any question shall arise of the 
matters hereinafter’ mentioned, the 
burden of the proof, shal be upon the 
person charged, to establish by satis- 
factory evidence: 

“A—That he does not come within 
any specified class called out. © 

“B—That he has duly reported <in 
accordance with Section 4. 

“C—That he comes within any of 
the exceptions set out In the schedule 
thereto. 

“D—That he has been duly exempt- 
ed under Section 11,

SENTENCE ON MURDERER 
OF 


What was known as the Waterloo 
road “sandbag murlér’ bas reached 
its ‘end at the Old Bailey, London. 
where Joseph Jones, a stonemzson, 
who is only 26, and who lived in the 
Borough. has been sentenced to death 
for murdering and robbing . Private 
Oliver Gilbert Imlay, a Canadian sol- 
dier, in a passage off the Waterloo 
road on the night of November Sth. 

Thomas Vincent Maguire, an Aus- 
tralian soldier, who was also tried and 
was found not guilty of murder, but 
qulliy of robbery with violence, was 
sentenced to ten years’ penal servl- 
tude. 


Originally the crime was known as 
the “sandbag murder,” because. the in- 
dications-seenred "tobe that Imlay bad 
been belabored with sandbags. But it 
seemed that he was really killed with 
a truncheon. 


That fact came out in, the evidencs 
ef Ernest Edward Suarpe, an Austra- 
llan soldier, who, having pleaded gull 
ty to conspiracy to rob Imlay and his 
companion, Pte, John McKinley, aldo 
a Canadian soldier, was sentenced to 


seven years’ penal-servitude. ‘" 


In bis case, counsel had withdrawn 


line plea of not guilty, and had pleaded 


guilty to the charge of robbery. 

Afterwards Sharpe gave King’s orl: 
dence, He admitted that he “had been 
robbing before, but not knocking peo- 
ple down.” 


Maguire went Into, the witness-box, 
and declared that Jones felled Imlay 
and struck McKinley on the right side 
of his head with a truncheon» McKin- 
ley_ also collapsed, and Jones struck 
him-again from five to twelve times, 

Asked by the judge whether he had 
anything to say. Jones -replied: “I 
plead not guflty to murder.” 

In sentencing Jones, Mr. Justice 
Darliog explained that it was neces- 
sary to find @ vordict on the various 
counts. Accordingly he gave sentence 
of penal servitude for ten years for 
the robbery, apd then passed sentence 
of death. . 

There might be an appeal, the judge 
added, and a flaw in the evidence 
might entitle the prisoner to an acquit- 
tal on the charge of murder. Tho con- 
viction for robbery with .violence 
would then stand. 

It was ‘stated that Joncs had been 


previously convicted many times, fn-}- 


cluding four years’ penal servitude for 
robbery with violence, 

Ax to Magulre, the judge sald he 
had carefully considered whether he 
ehould order him to be flogged, but 
had ‘decided not to do so. The reason 
was that Maguire had come from 
Queensland to fight for the Empire. 
The laws of Queemsland sald that for 
his offence he might be flogged, but 
not If he recelved a sentence of more 
than two years’ penal servitude. He 
(the Judge) did not wish the sentence 
he passed to be misunderstood in 
Queensland, and that was why he did 
not order a flogging.

M tractiveness of life on farms, 

esfecialiy to children, by the 
children’s competitions which have 
become a fenttre of the fairs and ex- 
hibitions in Western Canada during 
the paat year, At every place at 
which these’ competitions were held 
they were the centre of interest, not 
only to the children themselves bot 
also to adult visitors.

Vienna Celebrates _, 
Peace With Russia 


AMSTERDAM, Feb. 15.—Flags are 
fying everywhere in Austria, accord: 
ing to advices from Vienna, and 
thanksgiving services ere cing ar: 
ranged to eclebrate tn 
tzky’s declaration that 
tween the central powers 
is ended. - 

The Vienna official news agency as- 
cribes the reversal in the altitude of 


he Russian Government to the fact 
- hat peace was concluded between the 
entral powers and Ukraine, and ex: 
yresses the conviction that ata result 

f this peace there will be a strong re 
ction on the war fn the west. The 
gency adds: ; 

“The termination of the war is at 
fast obtained by tho diplomacy of the 
central powers, and there is no need 
to be discourar' y the form chosen 
oy Rusia for the announcement of 
peace. 

Referring to the economic agree 
ments, the Austrian papers indicate 
that while exaggerated hopes are not 
justified it may be expected that of a 
two'years’ harvest, at the least, which 
could not be exported from Ukraine, 
there are slill considerable stocks, 
and that about one million tons will 
be available. “In this connection, how- 
ever, the papers point out the difmficul- 
ties of transport, which firat must be 
reckoned with.

S WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Rumania 
has ignored Germany's twenty-four- 
hour ultimatum “to conclude {mme- 
diate peace.” . 

According to 3, message flaghed by 
wireless from Jassy to Salonika avd 
relayed by cablo to Dr. Constantin An- 
golaxca, Rumanian’ Minister here, Ru- 
manja has “disdainfully ignored” Ger- 
mapy’s threat and “will survive or 
perish with the Allied cause.”

“TRENTON, PAST AND PRESENT. 


This week's Montreal Standard has 
an article on the town of Trenton, past 
and present, of which it speaks as fol- 
lows: . i 
Wherr-one lone log cabin stood at 
the foot of Bunker Hill in 1790 James 
Smith, its builder and owner, was ap- 
parently “monarch of all he: survey: 
ed." Probably, he Jooked to the east 
and west and there spread out be- 
fore his eyes, was & wide expanse of 
water, across which the morning and 
evening sun sent its beams of love. 
Hness and made’his solitary home one 
of happiness, Near heside flowed the 
pure and clear waters, of the Trent. 
He was an U. E. Loyalist and as he 
carved for himself and his family a 
home in the Canadian wilds, he no 
doubt was happy in the true spirit 
of freedom. 


More Settlers. 


From the statements of those who 
left apy account of their .1ves, it is 
learned that at ong time a part of 
the town now called—Trenton,-- 
named Sydney. It seems more than 
Ukely that a settlement on one side 
of the river was known as Sydney 
while the other side of the bank was 
called-not Trenton but Port Trent. 

A short-time after the arrival of 
Mr.’ Smith, John Bleecber, a son-io- 
law of the famous ‘Capt. Meyers, 
whose name is often mentioned fn 
the early history of Belleville, erect- 
ed the first inn, It is quite natural 
to suppose that Port Trenton followed 
the name of Port Trent and in course 
of time the “port™ was dropped leay- 
ing the present title “Trenton.” 

Some time prior to 1808 a man 
named ‘Henry’ Ripsom bullt the - first 
mill’ on'the banks of the Trent. Like 
Smith he was'a U. EL. and was 
thought to be the first merchant of the 
settlement. When Col. Adam Henry 
Meyers came to the place In 1808 he 
bought the mill and operated it as a 
grist mill for some time. Col. Sheldon 
Hawley and'Posiah Hawley arrived in 
1817 and settling on the east aide, es- 
tablished themselves in the lumber 
business. About this time J. V. Mur 
phy, Denis Macauley, William Robert- 
son and James Ford settled on the op- 
posite side of the river and together 
with their brother pioneers on the op- 
posite side of the river, they are the 
real foundation stones upon which the 
pretty little town is built’ To refer 
to Mr. Jarrett’s narrative the follow- 
ing has been found concerning two 
very prominent men, not only in Tren- 
ton but also in the whole province. 
“About this date, the Hon. Robert 
Charles Wilkins aamember of the Gov- 
ernment of Upper Canada, who had 
settled at'the Carrying Place—fire 
miles distant—owned property In Fort 
Trent. The Hon. and Rev. Dr. Stra- 
chan, first bishop of Toronto, was also 
prominently associated with the early 
setti¢ment, having in 1803 purchased 
& portion of the Front of Sydney 
which was eventually merged’ with 
Trenton, having been surveyed and 
laid out into town lots by His Lord- 
ship.” 

The Lumber Susiness. 


If there is one business more than 
another that has made Canada famoue 
as well as grow, It is the lumber buat- 
ness and it was also due to this 
branch of trade that Trenton fiourish- 
ed. It was about the year 1852 that 
Gilmour & Co. established a lumber 
business in Trenton and this industry 
began s new epoch forstho town. The 
hauling of the logs to the town or 
floating them down the river gaye em- 
ployment to a large staff of men. It 
was true then as it is now, that the 
employment of men brings prosperity 
and one trade, business or profession 
acts directly, or indirectly upon the 
others. 5 

udging from the fact that Alexan- 

ler McAuley was reere of Trenton in 
1853,-it is only mable to suppose 
that the place began as an incorporat- 
ed village that year, for it was not 
Possessed with the title of town until 
27 years afterwards, The second reere 
was E. M. Meyers. S. Hawley came 
next year and held office for, only part 
of his term. The balance was “served 
out” by A. C. Thompson and the fol-

Official report writers must be de- 
void of all’ imagination and sentiment, or obsessed with a weird desire 
fo conserve words, when they can condense ¢veats,of such magnitude 
and, importance: into the space of a thrifty-night lettergram. 

However; the business of war is to achieve success, and as the 
conflict grows ever more strenuous and operations magnify, the more 
matter-of-fact. become, the official reports, and those who would pen 
the most thrilling chapters of the war for readers yet unborn must watth 
éarefully lest ‘records’of really great events are lost ‘in the dusty pigeon- 
holes of British officialdom.

This means that if these nations 
should engase ine it would be be 
cause they had Been forced into a 
position from which they could not re- 
treat in> congonance with national 
honor, and ghaving due respect for 
the intertaté which were at stake. 
Such a feeling is from all viewpoints 
most commendable but only. adds to 
the difficulty to account for the ex-

What is the subtle factor that gives 
greater power in ihe world to the war 
spirit than to the peace spirit? May 
we not find the anawer to the ques- 
tion also in our téxt?—“even of your 
luat.””)

ON HUN TRENCHES WITHOUT LOSS. 


KILL OR WOUND MANY GERMANS, TAKE SIX PRISONERS,* 


BOMB DUGOUTS AND PENETRATE LINE IN TWO PLACES 
—WINNIPEG SOLDIERS MAKE A QUICK CLEARLUP 
OF BOCHES—NOT A SINGLE CANADIAN CASUAL- 
TY SUFFERED IN RAID—CANADIAN MEMOR- 
IAL IN FRANCE UNVEILED TO GALLANT 
GUNNERS WHO FELL AT VIMY RIDGE

Canadian Headquarters in France, Feb. 21.—Armed with rifles, 
revolvers or bombs, according to cholce, but largely with their pet club, 
the Knobberry, the men of a Winnipeg regiment raided German trenches 
this morning just south and cast ot Avion. . In less than 20 minutes they 
had captured 6 Boches, killed and wounded many more, and hgd broken 
their way into the enemy line in two places, bombed his dugouts, and 
returned safely to their own line without suffering a single casualty. 
Three minutes before the attackers went over-the top our eighteen- 
pounders and four, five, six and eight-inch guns swept the enemy tine 
with a barrage fire, lilting as the Winnipeg men went forward until the 
guns were covering the Hun‘trenches with a box barrage, while north 
towards Lens and south towards Mericourt supporting artillery was fur- 
ther confusing an already confused enenty. i ; 

Under the fire of our guns the ralders went across in two parties. 
One {6 the right went over in the open, meeting increasing opposition 
gutil the fight developed into 2 hand-to-hand struggle om the enemy par- 
dpet, in which gt least three: of the enemy were killed, while a hostile 
machine gun, which had been active, was taken care of by a supporting 
patrol. The party to the left followed 2 sap until they reached the open 
and encountered an enemy post. In a moment the opposition was over- 
come and two prisoners were on the way to our line. ; 


‘. CAPTURED PRISONERS. 


The left party then divided into two groups, one, bombing the dug- 
outs to a point beyond the objective, while the other worked up toa 
slag heap where a hostile party of three were reduced to one dead and 
two prisoners. Upon withdrawing the ‘latter group picked up, another 
couple of Huns. who were endeavoring to escape ton our men to the 
right, and who just stopped the triumphant return long enough to dis- 
pose of an enemy party of five, killing two. Seven minutes alter our 
barrage opened the enemy bombarded ‘our lines heavily, while nervously 
throwing up flares all along his front. : 

 Jinterest was added: to the subs€qtient identification of the prisoners 
by the fact that <he men captured were from 23 years old up and were 
enemies whom fhe Canadians had thrashed soundly at Passchendacle, 
and who had come down from the. salient only two days ago. 

This afternoon Canada in France paid reverent tribute to the mem:

operations. Gen. Currie unveiled a memorial erected to the gallant 
dead by the Canadian Artillery Corps.

-Soinymerous are the accidents to aviators that people begin to ask 
if there are-not as many’ of them killed when training as in actual com- 
bat, says'the Mail and Empire. On this account a yarn to the effect that 
these accidents i in Canada had.-becn traced to German agency found 
some acceptance, ‘and even those who did not believe the story have 
often thought that there smust' be almost criminal carelessness on the 
part of those responsible for the training of the aviators or the care of 
their machines. "The death of, Captain Vernon Castle was not a result 
of his own carelessness, but was in part attributable to the blundenof 2 

* novice, and in part to the failure of his own machine to answer Ae 
control. . Those who have witnessed what appear to be the reck' 
“*stunts"” of many aviators, which sometimes result fatally, are inclined 
to ‘blame the operator for foolhiardiness, but it has been explained by 
Lieut.-Col. Charles E. Lee, of the British Royal Flying Corps, now in- 
structing in the United States, that an aviator must be taught."*stunts.” 
That they are attended by considerable risk is not to be denied, but

When the French-Canadian press of the Province of Quebec had 
exhausied its vocabulary of abuse of Ontario as the abiding place of 
fanatical bigots who hated Quebec with an all-consuming hate and were 
not, only bigots but ‘boches’’ and other creeping and crawling things, 
it turned to a comparison of morals and in accusing Ontario of being 
the abiding place of crime came an awful cropper. Le Soliel endeavor-, 
ed to prove by statistics that Quebec province was a paradise of morality 
and chaste virtue compared with Ontario, but overlooked the fact that 
in Ontario Jaw enforcement is strict, while in Quebec it is lax. 

This is the wail of Le Solcil: 

While not wishing to be like the Pharisce who wislicd to 
prove by a comparison of criminal statistics-between Quebec 
and Ontario that we are worthy of canonization, we still wish 
to draw certain facts from these figures. In making the com- 
parison we must remember that the population of Ontario is 

2,500,000 whilst that of Quebec is about 2,000,000, oF five to 
four. Now the total figures of sentences in 1916 show that 
there were 7,888 in Ontario and 3,824 in Quebec, or in brief, 
that Ontario had double the sentences which Quebec had. An 
examination of the details’ shows that in all the viler crimes 
Ontario had far more convictions than Quebec. In the 
matter’ of juvenile commitments also, Ontario as 1 865 con- 
victions, as against only 658 in Quebec. Is it not evident that 
there is a striking difference between the two provinces?” As 
everybody recognizes that the foundation of moratity is the 
education of the youth, do not these figures give our neighbors 
occasion to ask if they should not examine their educational 
theories. They are so insistent in praising their system of com- 
mon schools that they might well ask whether the results justify 
their school system. 


Alas that Le Soleil should have stumbled into this pit such a short 
time before the report of the Bureau of Municipal Research was made 


‘public as to the morality of Montreal. . The report already has been 


published in the news. columns, and here is a blast from the Montreal

A city of commercialized crime! 

A‘ city’ of. organized vice that pays organized tolls for or- 
ganized Protection! 

A city where gambling syndicates flourish openly by virtue 
of license purchased by systematized payments to a corrupt 
civic officialdom. 

A city-where organized gangs of crooks and thugs operate 
with apparent immunity, after having their passports of crime 
vised by the proper authorities. 

That is Montreal, according to the report of the Bureau of 
Municipal Research—a shocking, stunning document that 
burst like a Zeppelin bomb in the City Hall yesterday. 

Much of the revelation of civic slackness and.incompetency 
was anticipated.

(By Wm. Moore, Hastings Couhty in 
The Canadian ; Countrymen) 


The disposal of whey at our cheeso 
factorics has long been a question that 
has caused inuch debate and frequent- 
ly led, to breaking _ up: of large fac- 
tories into smaller’ ones> > For over 
forty years in some of our, factories in 
South Hastings, whey has either been 
returned to the patrons .in the milk- 
cans or fed co-operatively in pizgerics 
built at the factories, aud it is of this 
latter method thut I wish to write. 

A suitable site must first be se 
cured, i.e., one a sufficient distance 
from the factory, — public highway, 
dwellings, etc., preferably in an cast- 
erly dircetion from such’ places. This 
sit. must afford sufficiont fall to run 
in leaders from the factory 
to the pens, 30 or 40 sods is a fairly 
safe distance. 

The construction of the pens is of 
next importance. They are twin 
buildings, with a large cement sluice 
way between, which is deep and largo 
enough to receive and bold two weeks" 
or a month's manure.” The entire 
foundatiow is of cement, all on a le 
vel and divided into pens, feedalleys 
and manure trenches. — The . feed al- 
leys contain Jong, plank whey-rats, 
which are connected by yaspipes, 0 
that ther is always a uniform depth of 
whey in all the vats. The hog-troughs 
are along the foed alleys and right 
over them, about three feet above, are 
the grain-boxes, so feeding is very 
convenient.

Now, as to the advantages of the 
handling of whey in this way, much 
can be said. Of course, there are al- 
ways a few who agitate for home 
feeding, thoy admit that .“‘the factory 
is the place to {ced it.'’ Some of these 
advantages are: (1) Tho whey is al- 
ways fresh and in its best condition 
to give good results; (2) the expense 
of hauling and injury to cans is 
avoided;'(3) the milk conies to the 
factory in better condition than when 
the whey is retarng) jum the cans, and 
(4) perhaps the advantage that most 
of us value very highly is the labor- 
saving feature. To be relieved“of the 
work in connection with home-feeding 
and at tho same time to know that 
it can be better done 1 the company’s 
pens at a minimum expense is to have 
a burden lifted, expecially when there 
aro so many other duties on the farm 
calling for attention. 

Tn conclusion, I would like to men- 
tion a serious danger that threatens 
co-operative feeding and that will. re- 
quire the clovest attention, viz., hog: 
cholera, For jnany years, we have 
handled whey at our factories,, a5 
above indicated, with very satisfac- 
tory results, but recently an outbreak 
of cholera caused considerable Joss aud 
inconvenience and may be difficult 
to control, The grappling with this 
problem is still before us.

Anclent Bird, the Pter6dacty!, Had 
Twenty-Five Fact Wings, Weighed 
About Twenty-Five Pounds, 

Whence do the angels derive their 
wiugs—the cngels, that {s to say, of 
painting and sculptural art? From 
what source {s the accepted model for 
thede appendakes derived? 

It 1s rather difficult to ray, accord- 
log to the Philadelphia Public Ledger. 
But apparently the wings conrention- 
ally worn by angels are those of the 
albatross. At all events, albatross 
wings correspond most nearly to the 
patterns, 

The albatross weighs about 18 
pounds and has a wing spread of 11% 
feet. Each of Its wings has an area of 
seven sqnare fect. With a wing spread 
proportionate to alze, ap angel as well 
equipped for fight as the albatross 
onght to be able to fly very well. 

The trumpeter swan, which Is the 
greatest welght-carrier of all long-dis- 
tance fiyers, would be at a dixadran- 
tage as compared with an angel. It 
weighs ‘28 pounds and has a wing 
spread of only efght fcet. 

But no angel or modern bird could 
compare as a fiyer with the ptero- 


dacts1 of 6,000,000 years or so ago, | 


which, welghing perhaps 25 pounds, 
had a wing spread of 25 fect. Its 
bones were almost paperiike and its 
body hardly more than an appendage 
to Ita wings, With a head that was 
principally a daggeriike beak, and a 
pouch like that of a pelican, it flut- 
tered mothiike (looking for fish) along 
the shores of the Cretaccous sea that 
extended northward from the present 
Gulf of Mexico to and over Kansas.

Between Britain and United 


|i & States to Draft Recralts 


OTTAWA, Feb. 23.—Tho details 
have been announced here of the con- 
ventions recently agreed pon be- 
tween Canada and the United States 
governing the application of the mili- 
tary service laws to citisens of each 
country residing in the other. The 
conventions are now before the Unit- 
ad States Senate, having been signed 
by Earl Reading and Mr. Lansing on 
behalf of Great Britain and the Unit- 
ed States respectively. Tho new treat- 
fes will become effective on tho \date 
the ratifications are exchanged. It is 
provided that in respect to Canadians 
in the United States the ages for mili- 
tary service shall be from 20 to 40 
sears, both inclusive, and for Ameri- 
cans in Canada from 21 to 30 years, 
both inclusive, 

Negotiations in regard to this im- 
portant matter have been in progress 
since last Autamn, but no very satis 
factory progress was made until 
about tho middle of Jannary, when 
Mr. E: L. Newcombe, Deputy Minis- 
ter of Justice, went to Washington, 
atcompanied by Lieut.-Col. G. 5.

BRITISH CRUISER TAKEN 


. “The British _ cruiser Tarritella, 
which was captured in February, was 
equipped as a second auxiliary cruis- 
er and christened Illis.

Be- 
tween her half-submerged hulk and th 
cliffs which just from the water's edge 
to a height of three or four hundred 
foct, with no beach to speak of at 
high tide, the water ts white, with an 
almost. unbroken swirt of breakers, 
‘making It Impossible to send‘out a Iife 
boat. A detachment of naval gunners 
from this city managed to shoot a linc 
aboard the steamer last night, but 
those on board ‘were powerless to 
make it fast, as the forepart of ue| 
steamer was continually buffeted by 
huge seas, the aftermath of yester-| 
day's bilzzard. 

In ‘the forecastle, Into which the 
breakers smashed their way .and in 
the fore-rigging, tho 44 survivors hud- 
dled helplessly. Otuside the ring of 
surf lay a fleet of rescuo steamors, in- 
cluding the Prospero, which had been 
sent by the Government to the scene 
with special lifesaving apparatus. Dy! 
virtue of this equipment the Pros-! 
pero’s crew claimed the honor of run-, 
‘ning tho,breakers and picking off the 
hapless surytvors. 

Although the sea had moderated 
somewhat as compared with the surf 
breaking on tho ledges during tho bllz- 
zard, when the Florizel struck, {t loox- 
od like a foolhardy attempt al rescue. 

The surf-doats, capectally construct 
ed for this kind of rescue work, wea- 
thered the seas safcly. But not-one 
bit behind were the dinghy dories o> 
the fishermen. They were handled by 
specially picked dorymen, who knew 
every trick of thelr trade, and possoss 

ped the sinews, skill and stamina neces 
sary Tor the Job, and ‘the doryme: 
placed thelr human freight aboard the 
rescuo ficet without the loss of a man 
ora Single mishap. 

A radlo message from ono of the 
ships announced that John Shanng: 
Munn, managing director of Bowring 
Broa, Limitéd, owners of the ship, 
with his three-year-old daughler Betty 
and tho child's nurse, were among the 
first to be swept from the ship's deck. 
They were among the. passengers who 
rushed up from below as the Florizoi 
struck the rocks with a terrific crash 
carly yesterday morning in the biiud- 
ing blizzard. “Mr. Munn was on his 
way to New York to join h's wife for 
a vacation trip to Florida.

the Railway War Board, it's secretary, 
W. M. Neal, announced, F. F. Backus, 
of Hamilton, of the administrative 
committee, who was sent to the Nia- 
gare frontier six weeks ago to relleve 
the congestion of incoming freight, re- 
ported that conditions are now nor 
mal. 

The result was accomplished by the 
diversion under Mr. Buckus’ direction 
of 4,750 cars, that is forwarding the 
cars over routes other than those to 
which they were billed. This course 
has not only released the number or 
cars mentioned, but af the same time 
has tended to prevent further conges- 
tion, ad that Mr. Neal estimates prob- 
ably six thousand cars more have en- 
tered Canada during the six weeks 
than would have entered but for the 
radical steps taken, Most of the cars 
were loaded with coal. 

Mr. Neal further stated that the 
transfer of 3,667 box cars belonging 
to Canadian lines from the Pennsyl- 
van‘a, the Lehigh Valley and the On- 
tario, New York and Western rail- 
ways to the Delaware and Hudson to 
be loaded with coal for Canada haa 
Leen effected.

The well-known bare of the east 
and north, the Northern bare (L. 
Americanus),. the so-called “white 
rabbit,” is god xame In his proper 
season, und he possesses the great ad- 
Vantage over the “Jack” of belnog also 
good eating. Child of the snow tbat 
he Js, he makes his bome in the wilds, 
fearing nelther piling drift nor biting 
blast. He loves the unbroken forest, 
the snarls of tangled thicket, the 
twisted wreck of the tornado, the 
dusk of swamps, soundless beneath 
lonely bills. This bare, like the ptar- 
migan, furnishes a beautiful exampie 
of nature's loving provision for the 
welfare and eafety of her feebler chil- 
dren of the north. In summer: the 
ptarmigan wears a mottled coat which 
admirably blends with the prevailing 
tints of the Ichened rocks of, its 
j bome, Upon the approach of winter 
the bird's plumage gradually turns 
white, while.a growth of ‘hair-like 
feathers upon Its legs and feet thick- 
eps until it formas the snowshoe foot 
——the best possible thing to support 
tho bird upon snow and to protect its 
feet from frost, The hare, lacking 


wings, requires better protection, and; 


nature attends to it. The prevalling 
color during summer is a greyish 
brown, which is the most Inconasplic- 
uous of tints among roots, shrubs and 
the various surroundings of the 
breeding season, The hare's special 
gifts, without which he would speed- 
lly succumb to various foes, Includiox 
climate, are: shape, speed, coat, and 
foot. Him long, narrow body is de- 
slgned to easlly pass between -close- 
rowing saplings, while his speed is 
quite suMeient to insure him a fair 
chance of escape from his deallest 
foes, But his form and fleetness would 
be well-nigh useless in deep, loose, 
apow, were it not for his pecullar 
foot, This In winter becomes a verit- 
able snowshoe, a truly ‘marvellous 
contrivance which enables him to pat- 
ter at will over drift and level which 
would otherwise bold’ bim fast, a 
belpless prey to rapacious bird or 
beast that chose to attack: Nothing
